Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 6 is finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either Darrah et. al. or Carlson in view of any of Learned, Carr or Yang. 

Either Darrah et. al. or Carlson shows the claimed invention except for the use of 
a convex spring to hold the sleeve in the ratchet wheel. Any of Learned, Carr or 
Yang suggests that a driver can have such a spring to hold an element in place on 
or in the tool. It would therefore be obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify either Darrah et. al. or Carlson by using a spring that 
is flat and convex because any of Learned, Carr or Yang suggests the use of such a 
holding spring. 

Also, Carlson clearly shows the use of a groove around the sleeve to accept any well 
known type of holding element, e.g. a ball or an 0-ring. 



3. Applicant's arguments filed 06 October 2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

New claim 6 is merely a combination of original claims 1 , 4 and 5 and as such 
the same rejection applies. 



Response to Arguments 
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Applicant merely argues that each reference individually does not show all the 
claimed structure and therefore cannot render the new claim unpatentable, however 
the argument only applies to a rejection under section 102 not 103. Clearly the 
improvement claimed by applicant is clearly shown to be well known in the prior art 
of ratchet wrenches and therefore it is not patentable.

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
